Ma. WOODBURY’S REPORT. 


The Globe has another new name for 
the sub-Treasury, viz. a ““CONSTITU- 
TIONAL TREASURY!’ We can’t find 
it in the Constitution. The editors might 
with as much propriety (as the pious 
people do,) call it ‘God’s Treasury.’ But 
every one knows God has no use tora Trea- 
sury, and the same depravity of man, which 
brings many a one to the gallows, by his 
thirst for money, induces the Government 
party, as well as the pious party, to resort 
to every scheme that artifice or rank hy- 
pccrisy can suggest, to obtain it. Are 
these people so stupid as to think that the 
eyes of the people are not on them? They 
deceive themselves if they do. True, 
they do not see those thuusand agents who 
are travelling over the country like 80 
many incendiaries, electioneering at the 
expense of the Government, because they 
steal along in the night in disguise—in the 
day like spies. But the people have their 
eyes upon this sudden change in their poli- 
tical course.

“The requirement of collateral bonds

Not by thousands or hundreds 
of thousands only, but millions lost by de- 
faulters—such things were never known 
before. Talk of “all the checks and guards 
of a sub-Treasury.”?’ Where are the 
“checks and guards” to be found?—taken 
from the democracy party! They will 
guard the money close enough, no doubt, if 
they ever get the chance—but they will 
guard it from the people! They will play 
the same game over again, try them who 
will.
